I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  of  Disley 
for  the  year  ended  31st  llarch  1951» 

On  March  31st  Dr, C,G.K, Thompson  ended  his  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  cf  Health,  and  I started  duty  on  September  29th, 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  set  out  in  Tabulax  form  in 
Section  A,  Reference  to  these  Tables  shows'  that  there  were  33  live-births  during  the 
year,  giving  a live-birth  rate  of  11,7  pe^r  1,00Q-  population.  This  is  a reduction 
compared  with  the  previous  year  when  there  were  38  iive-births  and  the  live-birth  rate 
was  12,6  per  1,000  population.  The  live-birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  also  showed 
a reduction  from  15»-8  per  1,000  population  Dn  1950  to  15j5  per  1,000  population  in  1951* 
The  Registrar  General  gives  a Comparability  Factor  for  each  District  which  takes  into 
account  differences  in  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  pulation.  The  use  of  this 
factor  enables  a more  accurate  conparision  to  be  made  betw^een  the  rates  for  any  District, 
The  birth-rate  factor  for  Disley  is  1,,02  and  its  use  gives  a corrected  birth-rate  of 


11,9. 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  once  again  there  were  no  still-births 


during  the  year. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  in  1951  totalled  giving  a death-rate  of  15^6 
per  1,000  population.  In  1950  there  were  k-G  deaths,  the  death-rate  being  15o3'  per  1,00C 
population^  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  showed  an  increase  from 
11,»6  per  1,000  in  1950  to  12,5  per  1,000  in  1951.  Ihe  corrected  death-rate  for  Disley 
in  1951  obtained  by  using  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor  is  13*4  per  l,000r> 

There  were  no  deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  12  months,  as  compared 
T/ith  1 in  1950,  and  2 in  1949* 

Section  *B'  deals  :w;Lt]a  the  provision  of  health  services  in  the  area 
and  details  ai’e  given  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  by  the  Local  Health  i\.uthority, 
the  Cheshire  County  Council,  The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  aixi 
for  the  most  part  adaiinisterred  under  the  County  Scheme  for  Divisional  Administration 
by  the  North-East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Conmitteec  Co-operation  bet'//een  the 
Health  Department  of  the  Rural  District  Council  and  the  County  Health  Department  iss 
facilitated  by  the  fact  that  the  Rural  District  Counoil  is  represented  on  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  by  one  member,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  offices  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Rural  District  Council  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  have 
been  made  a Joint  appointment. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  .nd  other  diseases  and  their  control  is 
dealt  with  in  Section  ’C*,  There  v/as  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  IHiooping 
Cough  cases  notified,  but  Measles  notifications  inci'eased.  There  were  no  cases  of 

Scarlet  Fever  notified.  During  the  yeax  one  case  of  acute  'nterior  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified^  For  the  third  successive  year  there  vrere  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  in 
the  Rural  District*  This  excellent  record  is,  vd-thout  doubt,  the  result  of  the 
nimunisat-ion  campaign  cajcrisd  out  with  vlgoux  since  1940*  I must,  however,  point  out 
that  if*  we  are  to  remain  free  of  this  dreaded  disease  there  must  be  no  falling  off  :hi 
the  number  of  children  immunised*  Every  effort  is  being  made  jn  the  dj,strict  to  ens-rre 
that  all  children  are  iirmmiised  against  Diphtheria  before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months 
and  also  receive  a ’'booster’’  dose  on  starting  school.  Arrangements  made  by  the  North- 
East  Cheshire  Divisj.onal  Health  Committee  provide  for  iramunisaticn  to  be  perfonced  free 
of  charge  by  a.11  general  practitioners  in  the  area,  and  321  additj.on  a special  sminTLmls— 
a.tian  clinic  is  held  follov/ing  tloe  Qioild  jyo7L,fare  Sessions,  which  is  open  to  children  of 
both  pre-school  and  school  age*  Ydiooping  Gough  iramunisativon  is  s3.mii.arly  available. 

Sections  ’D’  to  ’H’,  which  deal  wii;h  the  duties  normally  undertaken 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  have  been  prepared  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  lii-s  help  in  this  respect. 


In  conclusa’.an,  I should  lilhe  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Co’jncil  for  their  valuable  help,  so  readily 
given  to  me  since  my  appointment.

Iff,  Water,  The  area  is  supplie  with  water  by  the  Stockport  Coiporation  Y/ater  Under— 
••jaking  and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains,  A few  fainiR 
and  isolated  houses  situated  mainl3^'  on  hi^  ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and 
springs,  a.  few  having  boreholes.  The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physicaJ. 
characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an  abmost 
impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered,  and 
chlorDJiated  and  is  subjected  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  by  the 
Stockpcrt  Corporation  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  main  road  and  lower  areas  of 
the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  highe?a  part  from  the  G-oyt  Valley  supply, 

2,  D-rainage  & Sewerage,  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  and  two  sewage 
disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  Councilrj  Most  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewers  and 
those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated  positions.  Provision  was  made  during 
the  year  for  new  distributor  arms  to  be  fitted  to  two  filter  beds  at  the  Waterside 
Sewage  Vforks,  but  delay  in  delivery  prevented  this  work  being  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Some  repair  work  and  alterations  to  the  storm  overflow  tank  has  been  carried  ou'e-o
